"It is a matter of minor importance

^The town that went Woke was Astoria, 
'Ipr. It was back in the latter eighties. 
Astoria, you know, is the leading salmon 
catching and salmon canning town of the 
world. Its population is chiefly made up 
of Scandinavian fishermen. 


"At the lime I'm speaking of John L. 


Sullivam was touring the nortlivest, 
k. 3ckint%>>at a couple of giants \very 
night in a punch. His manager was 
offering a reward of $1,000 to any man 
who stood up against the great and only 
John for four rounds, and all the black- 
smiths, boiJer 
makers, v.Toodsawyers. 


teamsters of great stature and immense 
strength, etc., in the northwest seemed 
to want a hack at the big pugilist. Sul- 
livan punctured them all as fast as they 
came up Against him, but they kept on 
coming. The pugilist from the east was 
not keeping himself in even fairly good 
trim either. Often he went on to do his 
punching out act nfter having spent the 
better part of the afternoon ciininj: on 
highballs. He covered Portland ' for three 
nights, and then he went on the night 
boat to Astoria to fill a date. 


"Now, the cock .of the fighting walk in 


Astoria at that time was a gigantic 
Swede named Hans Andersen, a fisher- 
man. He was actually only a few inches 
short of 7 feet in height, and he was 
built proportionately, 
with huge iron 


muscles, tremendous shoulders and an 
almost herculean degree in strength. He 
had pummeled everything that stood on 
two legs in Astoria to a proper stand- 
still and had become quite a bit of a 
bully among the men of his own na- 
tionality. The Scandinavians of Astoria 
thought that Hans Andersen was just 
about the whole thing when it came to 
fighting, and when word reached that 
town that John L. Sullivan was coming 
along with his $1,000 offer most of them 
saw riches right iu their grasp. They 
knew that a big crowd of Portland 
'sports* would come down to Astoria 
with Sullivan, and that the hot cards 
from Portland would, of course, bet on 
the Irishman. So they put Andersen 
into training and stood by for the big 
night. Anderson told them that he was 
sure to macciate Sullivan's features) into 
pup, but he didn't need to tell them that. 
They felt confident of it. 


"Sullivan got into Astoria on the morn' 


ing boat — he was pretty 
comfortable, 


thanks, when he debarked — and the town 
of Astoria knocked off work and busi- 
ness. except as to the refreshment end 
of it, to look the big Irishman over and 
to meditate upon tbe fall that was in 
store for him at the hands of the mighty 
Swede. The Columbia bar was practi- 
cally unfished for salmon that day. The 
Astoria people were too busy collecting 
their coin to- bet tho same on their man. 
The betting begran in the gin mills by 10 
o'clock in the morning, and the crowd of 
Portland 
warm 
members who came 


along with Sullivan offered 5 to 1 on the 
proposition that the Swede wouldn't stay 
four rounds with Sullivan. Astoria just 
utp that price up. The price, 5 to 1, was 
on tap all day and up to the very minute 
of the encounter. The fishermen and 
caunors weren't 
content to bet their 


spare cash alone on the outcome. They 
sold their nets, some of them their boats, 
wherewith tif> get the dou:jh to take all 
they could of that "> to 1. 


"The Swedi- surely was a fine looking 


specimen when he came on for his go 
witli Sullivan, and the shouts with which 
th* Scandinavians greeted his appear- 
ance were terrific. Sullivan came QU a 
couple of minutes later. Ho had made a 
peculiarly careful, personally conducted 
investigation 
into the merits of tho 


liquids indigenous to the soil during the 
t'fteruoon. and he wasn't particularly 
steady on his underpinning. But he had 
n broad grin on his closoly shaven mnsj 
when be caught sight of the mammoth 
Swede.

In Morocco wagon loads of locusts are

Here, also, the locusts are eaten 
in every style, pickled, salted, simply 
dried, smoked, or in any other possible 
way, 
except raw. The negroes on the 


northern coast of Africa prefer locusts to 
pigeons, and they eat from 200 to 300 
at a sitting. They remove head, wings 
and legs, boil them for half an hour iu 
•water, then add salt and pepper and fry 
them in vinegar. In a similar way lo- 
custs are prepared at other points in 
Africa and Asia. Preserved in salt pickle 
they form a staple article of commerce. 
Locusts in Africa are also compressed, 
when fresh, in barrels, and are then dish- 
ed out like butter at meal times.—Chica- 
go Tribune.
